The  majority  of  deaths  are  those  associated  v/ith  old  age,  that 
is  the  failing  of  the  cardio  vascular  system,  and  with  cancer  in  its 
various  forms. 


The  number  of  deaths  gives  a death  rate  which  is  rather  higher 
than  the  average  for  the  country  as  a v;hole.  This  must  not  be 
regarded  os  of  any  particular  significance  as  the  total  numbers  being 
small,  the  average  is  easily  upset  by  any  chance  increase  or  decrease 
in  deaths  occurring;  in  any  one  month  as  say  in  January  or  December, 
which  v;ould  influence  the  rate  for  one  or  other  calendar  year.

The  colifortn  bacteria  found  were  derived  from  ’'after {p?o\7thc'' 
in  deposito  in  maine.  It  will  be  noted  that  4l  samples  free  from 
coli  Y/ere  taken  on  the  same  dates  as  the  26  with  coli. 


Only  6 samples  contained  faecal  coli  and  each  of  these 
contained  only  1 per  100  mis.  of  v/ater.  Samples  free  from  faecal 
coli  therfore  amounted  to  96.3  % of  the  total. 

Of  the  26  samples  v/ith  coli  present,  l6  contained  only  1 
coli  per  100  mis. , and  the  remaining  10  samples  contained  2 to  9. 

The  'Water  has  been  of  excellent  chemical  quality  and  the 
bacteriological  quality  has  been  very  satisi“actory  throughout  the 
year. 


siriii;ik.GS  & sibiiGw;  disposal 

The  whole  of  the  sev/erage  sj^stem  throughout  the  district  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  and,  where  necessary,  repairs 
have  been  carried  out. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  now  completed  their 
investigations  into  the  condition  of  the  sewerage  system  and  se\.age 
disposal  works  and  an  enquiry  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  cz  Local  G-overnment  into  the  Council’s  proposals  to  construct  a 
now  sewage  disposal  w'orks  on  the  south  bank  of  the  riY^'er  Bollin  and  to 
relay  several  lengths  of  sev/er  in  the  district  has  already  been  held. 
The  result  of  this  enquiry  is  still  awaited. 

The  condition  of  the  settlement  tanks  of  the  existing  sewage 
disposal  'Works  has  again  deteriorated  during  the  jT-ear,  whicn  is  most 
noticeable  following  heavy  periods  of  rainfall.  It  is  essential  that 
consent  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  new  disposal  works 
should  be  received,  and  the  necessary  work  put  in  hand,  as  quickly  as 
possible. 


Refuse  Collection 


PUBLIC  CLE/JISING 


H v/eekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  throughout  tho  whole 
of  the  district  and  in  certain  cases  two  collections  a week  are  made. 


The  Council  employ  one  Dennic  side  loading  refuse  collecting 
vehicle  and  five  workmen  to  carry  out  this  work.  In  addition  'waste 
paper  and  salvage  is  collected. 

The  condition  of  the  Dennis  refuse  collecting  vehicle  is 
gradually  deteriorating  and  consideration  will  soon  have  to  be  given 
for  the  replacement  of  this. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  on  land  adjoining  the  se'wage 
disposal  works.  Every  effort  is  made  to  seal  off  the  tip  with  soil 
or  inert  refuse  as  soon  as  possible  and  the  tip  is  regularly  treated 
with  insecticides  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  insects. 

The  Counci  employ  one  w'orkman  on  the  refuse  tip. 

Street  Cleansing 

Street  cleansing  both  of  County  and  District  roads  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council.  Tv/o  workmen  are  engaged  full  time  on  this  work 
and  additional  labour  is  sometimes  available  after  the  completion  of 
the  weekly  refuse  collection. 


HOUSING 

Under  the  Housing  Dcts^  the  Council  has  a duty  to  consider  the 
general  housing  conditions  in  the  district  and  to  ascertain  whether 
any  houses  are  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  Council  has  powers  to 
deal  with  unfit  house Sj  povi/ers  to  provide  new  houses  for  all  classes 
and  various  pov;ers  and  duties  in  the  management  of  Council  housing 
estates. 

The  district  is  purely  residential  containing  in  the  main  houses 
of  exceptionally  good  structural  condition.  There  are  therefore  no 
unfit  houses  in  the  district  nor  has  it  been  necessary  to  take  action 
in  respect  of  properties  under  the  Housing  I.cts. 

Housing  Mana geraent 


The  Council  now  own  187  occupied  houses  all  of  which  are  situated 
in  Bowdon  Vale.  The  Housing  Managevuent  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  the  houses 
at  regular  intervals  in  ensure  that  the  property  is  kept  in  good 
condition. 

Tv/o  pai'nters  are  employed  to  carry  out  the  routine  exterior 
painting  of  the  houses.  Nil  other  repair  v/ork  is  carried  out  by  local 
contractors. 


During'  tho  yoe.r  tho  irnprovGraeiits  and  repairs  to  nineteen  sub 
standard  cottages  v/ere  coiapleted  and  all  the  houses  are  non  occupied. 
The  scheme  v/as  prepared  and  supervised  by  your  Surveyor  and  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

Approval  Y/as  given  during  the  year  for  the  erection  of  89  nev; 
houses  in  the  district,  45  houses  v/ere  completed  during  the  year. 

Improvement  & Standard  Grants. 

There  has  been  little  response  from  onners  of  sub  standard  house 
for  pnants  towards  the  cost  providing  the  five  standard  amenities 
under  the  House  Purchase  & Housing  Act  1959  and  there  still  remains 
throughout  the  district  a large  number  of  houses  without  baths,  wash 
hand  basins,  internal  vrater  closets  and  to  a lesser  extent  hot  water 
supply  and  satisfactory  food  storage  facilities. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  o'.mers 
of  houses  covered  by  this  ..ct,  and  in  particular  ov/ners  of  tenanted 
houses,  the  details  and  benefits  of  the  otandard  Grant  scheme  with  a 
vieY/  to  obtaining  a high  standard  of  housing  accommodation  in  the 


district. 


POOD  ;1ID  DRUG’S 


The  Council  bear  most  of  the  statutory  responsibilities  for  safe 
guarding  the  public  from  foodbourne  diseases,  the  main  aim  being 
directed  towards  securing  proper  and  hygienic  conditions  for  the  manu 
facture,  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 

All  premises  cmnected  Y/ith  these  businesses  have  been  inspected 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary  informal  action  has  been  talaen  to 
secure  compliance  v/ith  the  Pood  and  Drugs  *'.ct  and  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations.  In  no  case  Y/as  formal  action  necessary.

No  action  has  been 
necessary  under  the  Pact ories  Act,  1937  during  the  year. 


No  action  has  boon  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  hcty  1950  regarding  sanitary  cn.d  other 
arrangements  in  shops. 

atmospheric  Pollution 


As  the  Urban  District  is  purely  residential  the  possible  source 
of  nuisance  from  factory  chimneys  v/ithin  their  district  does  not  arise. 

Serious  pollution  of  the  air  however  eminates  from  domestic 
premises  both  inside  and  outside  the  district  and  the  Clean  .'.ir  i.et, 
1956  placed  into  the  hands  of  Local  i^uthorities  power  to  establish 
Smoke  Control  Lreas  v/ithin  their  district  in  order  to  reduce  atmos- 
pheric pollution. 

Suitable  areas  for  establishing  Smoke  Control  Ureas  are  the  two 
ne‘W  housing  estates  to  the  east  and  west  of  Bow  Green  Road,  Bowdon. 

In  addition  the  Council  could  establish  Smoke  Control  i.reas 
involving  properties  o^^yned  by  them,  many  of  which  already  have  in- 
stalled approved  appliances,  making  it  a condition  of  tenancy  that 
only  smokeless  fuel  shall  be  burnt. 

Follov/ing  the  introduction  of  the  Clean  Uir  Uct,  1956,  the 
Council  amended  their  Building  Byelav/s  so  as  to  include  control  over 
the  installation  of  appliances  for  the  burning  of  fuel  in  all  nev; 
dwellings.  Rigid  control  is  kept  during  the  construction  of  new 
houses  to  ensure  that  only  approved  appliances  are  installed. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Smoke 
abatement  Committee  and  they  are  represented  at  this  Committee  and 
also  at  the  Standing  Conference  of  Local  Uuthorities  regarding 
aitmospheric  Pollution. 

U deposit  gauge  recording  the  amount  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  in  the 
atmosphere  is  installed  in  the  Council's  Yard  and  periodic  readings 
are  taken  from  this  gauge. 

Petroleum  Licences 


Your  Public  Health  Inspector  also  acts  as  Petroleum  Officer  and 
during  the  year  six  licences  to  keep  Petroleum  or  Petroleum  Spirits 
were  issued. 


Rodent  G ont r ol 


The  Council  employ  a part  time  Rodent  Operator  vdio  carried  out 
the  destruction  of  rodents  where  necessary. 

Sewer  tests  are  taken  periodically  but  fevi^  taken  are  recorded. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  sewaye  farm  are  treated  v/eekly  and 
the  Council’s  Yard  monthly.  No  serious  infestation  has  been  reported.
